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Terms and Conditions 


TERMS.—Cash before shipment, unless special 
agreement has been made for other terms of pay- 
ment, or previous credit has been established with 
us. No deviations from this rule. Digging, packing, 
and boxes free on all orders accompanied with 
remittance in full. 

SHIPPING SEASONS.—In spring our shipping 
season varies some, but generally begins about April 
1st and continues to June ist. Some varieties of 
evergreens may be safely shipped as late as June 
15th. We ship evergreens from Aug. 15th to Oct. 
15th, besides in spring. Deciduous trees from Oct. 
15th to Nov. 15th and again in spring. All stock is 
dug fresh just before shipment, and packed in best 
quality live Sphagnum moss. Some seasons we can 
commence digging trees as early as March 15th. 

OUR RESVONSIBILITY for delivery ceases when 
delivery is made by us to transportation company. 
We guarantee stock to be full count and true to 
name and in healthy, growing condition when de- 
livered to transportation company. This guarantee, 
however, shall in no case make us liable for more 
than the original invoice value of the stock. Under 
no circumstances will goods be shipped subject to 
approval or rejection on arrival. 

SHIPMENTS to points on railroads where there 
is no station agent must be prepaid and in such 
cases the amount of freight must therefore be in- 
cluded, and so stated in the remittance for order. 

SHIPPING DIRECTIONS. — State distinctly 
whether you want the goods sent by freight or ex- 
press and tell us what railroad to ship by if you 
have a preference. Write your name plainiy—and 
give name of freight or express office if different 
from postoiice. 

PACKING FREE except on less than car lots of 
large trees for Park or Street Planting, when cash 
is received with the order; otherwise we make a 
charge to cover the cost of packing and boxes. 

SPECIAL PRICES given on very, large orders. 
50 of any one variety and size sold at 100 rates, 
and 500 of any one variety and size at 1,000 rates. 
No order accepted for less than one dollar. 

PLEASE DO NOT ORDER 12 in. trees at the 
price of 8 to 12 in., nor 18 in. trees at the price of 
12 to 18 in. Price of 12 in. trees will be midway 
between that of 8 to 12 in. and 12 to 18 in., and the 
same rule will apply in all cases where one exact 
size is ordered at variance with the sizes given in 
this list.
